Pursuant to Executive Order 20-05, the Executive Director of the Indiana 

Civil Rights Commission modifies 910 IAC 1-11-1(g), which requires hearings to 

be open to the public, as follows: “All hearings of the commission under this 

article shall be made accessible to members of the public by electronic 

participation in a method deemed appropriate by the administrative law judge 

overseeing the administrative proceeding.” 

The modification was enacted as a result of the health risks associated with 

large groups of people congregating during the COIVD-19 pandemic. Specifically, 

the modification protects the health of hearing participants as well as the health of 

members of the public. Accordingly, the Indiana Civil Rights Commission issues 

the following notice:
